M — The Georgia delegation hare 
just adjourned and instructed their members on 
the Platform Committee to insist on the protec- 
tion of slavery in the Territories. The Platform 
Committee is still sitting, and is much exercised 
with the conflicting propositions. 

Half of the Wood delegation sailed in the Na- 
tional to-night. Mr. Wood remains till Saturday. ! 

Toe New York vote was tendered complimen- i 
tary to Mr. Slidell on Sunday, but it was de- j 
olined by hi nig He prefers substantial. 

The Committee on P.atform will insist upon a 
plank intended to counteract the |>ositioii taken 
by the Administration concerning the right ol 
naturalized citizens abroad, and denying totally 
the doctrine asserted in the I.cClerc letter. 

There is hardly a reasonable doubt but that 
New York will go for Mr. Douglas. The dclcga- , 
tion in a conference yesterday had a majority of 
nearly two to one in favor of the proposition al- , 
lowing delegates to cast individual rotes in 
States not instructed. This was considered a 
test, as the Douglas men claimed a large acces- ; 
sion of strength; but which, however, is found to 
be overrated upon analyzing both sides. The i 
Douglas Northwestern column will probably be 
broken by a defection in Minnesota. Under this 
rule, likewise, he will meet with a loss in Maine, I 
and perhaps in Connecticut. He will gain a few 
scattering yotes ill the South, but not to the ex- 
tent of the secession alter the second or third 
ballot; but this is altogether uncertain, uuless 
with an acceptable platform. 

The Herald's correspondence says it is asserted 
bj Dickinson's friends in the delegation that they j 
have now received a majority for him, and will ! 
give him the vote of New Y'ork, which must he- 
cast as a unit. This unit arrangement was made 
by the Albany regency to give them the control 
Of the whole thirty five voles; but it is now turn- 
ed against them. The strongest men nownppear 
to be Dickinson ami Douglas, and the probaljilty 
is that one of them will be nominated. The North- ! 
ern delegations will perhaps be induced to take' 
D.ckinson in preference to Douglas to prevent 
the contemplated vote of the South; but if the 
South vole on the platform, which is piobable 
enough, Douglas will then have the best chance. 
All the New Y'ork delegates now deny that they 
arc lor Douglas, and it is stated that even Dean 
Richmond baa signed a paper that he will not go 
for him either. This is because a majority is 
against him, and as the delegation is instructed to 
vote as a unit, the minority do not wish to admit 
being beaten in it ns a matte r of policy till after 
the contesting States arc decided. Seme of the 
friends of Douglas here from New Y'ork, sny they 
will vote for Seward it their favoiite is not nom- 

iaftted, 

Charleston, April 2G — The New Y'ork dele- 
gation met this morning and rejected Mr, Bay- 
ard's resolution, but instructed Mr. Ciosswell to 
vote for that of Mr. Stephens, which affirm the 
Cincinnati Platform, and declares the purpose 
to abide by, approve, and enforce all decisions of 
the Supreme Court. 

The Penaylmnia delegation met, but took no 
action upon the subject. ~ 

Virions States hi ve conferred, Bal the Conven- 
tion is now referring the resolutions of their re- 
spective delegations to the Plait, .rm Committee.

Arms, disregarding the menace, ad- 
vanced another step, when Ritehy fired — the ball 
passing through his throat, immediately below 
the chin, and killing him instantly. Ritehy shot 
at the companion of Anns several times, after 
he had killed him.

The Convention did not aeljourn, as was sup 
posed, the motion bring withdrawn to enable .Mr 
Montgomery, of Pennsylvania, to present a reso 
lulion to instruct the committee not to report . 
National Committee until the nominations up' 
made. The subject was referred to the commit- 
tee. 

The following resolution was presented by Mr 
Morton, of Louisiana; it is said to come fro*! 
Senator Slidell : 

Reswhed, That the Territories belong to tl 

several States as common property, and not to ii 
dividual citizens thereof — that the Federal Con 
stitution recognized property in slaves, and I 
soph the owner thereof is entitled to cariy h 



slaves into any Territory of the United States, 
and hold them as property; and in case the peo- 
ple of the Territories, by inactive or unfriendly 
legislation, or otherwise, should endanger the ten- 
ure of such property , or discriminate against it by 
withholding that protection given to other prop- 
erty in the Territory, it is the duty of the Gen- 
eal Government to interpose by an active execu- 
tion of the constitutional power to secure the 
right of slaveholders. 

At a quarter to 12 o'clock the Convention ad- 
journed till 4 o'clock. 

The committee met at 4 o'clock. The Com- 
mittee on Platform were not ready to report. 

Mr. Sales, of Rhode Island, offered a resolu- 
tion instructing the Committee on Platform on 
the following additional resolution: 

Resolved, That we recognize to the fullest ex- 
tent the principle that to preserve the Union, the 
equality of the States must be recognized and 
maintained, and the decision of the Courts en- 
forced, and that every branch of the Federal 
Government shall exercise all its constitutional 
power in the protection of persons and property, 
buth in the States and Territories. 

An exciting scene arose on the presentation of 
this resolution, and it was linally ruled out of or- 
der, as under the platform rule it must be refer- 
red to that committee. 

Several other res dutions were offered, and it 
was repeatedly asserted that the platform com- 
mittee would be unable to report at all. 

A resolution was then offered instructing 
them to report what progress they had mide at 
ten o'clock to morrow morning. 

Pending which the Convention adjourned till 
10 a. m., to-morrow. 

The excitement is increasing.

Republican State Convention of Ken- 
tucky. 

Last evening, at the City Hall in Covington, 
there assembled a large number of men, respons- 
ive to the call for a Republican State Convention, 
for the purpose ol choosing two delegates at 
large, and to appoint a district delegate to the 
National Convention at Chicago. 

The meeting was called to order by Dr. Whit- 
temore, of Newport, who nominated, as perma- 
nent President, Dr. Wm. Trelkeld. The nomi- 
nation being confirmed, the following otlicers 
were selected. 

Vice Presidents — W. D. Gallagher, of Old- 
ham county, and H. Luke, of Pendleton county. 

Secbetarv — J.J. Hawes, of Louisville. 

On motion of Dr. Whittemore, it was resolved 
that the Chair appoint a committee of seven to 
report business to this Convention. 

The Chair named, as such committee. Dr. J. 
R. Whittemore, of Campbell; Hamilton Cnm- 
ntingS, of Kenton; Granville C. West, of Rock- 
castle; H. D. Hawes, of Louisville; Dr. W. W. 
Jones, of Madison, and Louis M. Dembilz, of 
Louisville 

Mr. Cas-ius M. Clay was now loudly sailed up- 
on to address the meeting, which he declined to 
do, until after Mr. Fisher, who had been invited 
to speak, should express himself. 

Mr. Fisher then took the stand, occupying about 
half an hour in explaining the position of the Re- 
publican party in refereuce to the question of ala- 
v, rv. 

Mr. Clay then presented the following resolu- 
tion: 

Hesolred, By the Republican party of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, in State Convention 
assembled, That conscious of their patriotism 
and toyalt) to the Constitution Sod the- laws, thev 
claim the same privileges and immunities, as cit- 
izens of the Union, Democratic or other parties, 
the liberty of speech, of the press, ami the bsl- 
lot; and in their defense against aggression, from 
whatever source, they make a common cruse, 
and stand by each other to the uttermost. 

In support of the resolution he made a speech 
two and a half hours long, mainly in relation to 
the unfortunate state of affairs which has existed 
in M .dison county dur'ng some months. The 
speech was entirely personal lo himself, vindica- 
ting his course, and cm chiding with his unquali- 
fied refusal to retract the statements heretofore 
made public by him in connection with the diffi- 
culties, which to the best of his knowledge and 
belief, are true. 

While he was speaking, a 1 ng continued inter- 
roptien was caused by the ringing of the lire bell. 
This was generally understood as being an inten- 
tieinal interruption, but the meeting was informed 
that a stable, hard by, was actually in flames. 

When Mr. C. had made an end of speaking:, 
Mr. L\ F. Sanford presented a series of resolu- 
tions by way of amendment, in substance as fol- 
lows: 

1. That the right of free thought and free 
speech is necessity to the maintenance of free in- 
stitutions. 

2. That the forcible expulsion of Fee and his 
associates from Madison county was an outrage 

on the sacred rights of citizens, uponthn Con- 
stitution and laws, and a disgrace to the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky. 

3. That the refusal of Gov. Magoffin to pro- 
tect those men deserves the severest censure. 

4. This Convention extends to Fee and the o,h- 
ers its warmVst sympathies, Sec. 

He then, from a printed sheet, read a long 
speech enforcing the right of free speech. 

Mr. Clay opposed the resolutions, which he 
hoped would be voted down. In reference to the 
conduct of the Governor, they are unjust for the 
refusal specified has been denied by the Govern- 
or's organ, and should be taken as a denial by au 
thority. The tendency of these resolntions is to 
produce sad results, similar to those which hurried 
John Brown and his associates to bloody gr ve". 
He could not vote for them; but, said he, "I will 
go for his resolutions, if he will so wiih me to the 
county of Madison and stand in their defense — 
If he won't do that i will vote against them, and 
1 call upon all gentlemen who are lovers of law and 
order, and friends of a Christian civilization, lo 
vote with me to put them down. Let the gentle 
man go with his resolutions and have them pass- 
ed by men who sympathize with them." 

On motion of Dr. Whittemore, the reaololl IDS 
were laid on the table, ono voice being given in 
the negative. 

The Convention then adjourned until ten 
o'clock on Thursday. 

Shockino Murder. — We learn that on Tues- 
day night last, Mr. Samuel Douglass, of Lincoln 
county, was found dead in li s mill, .'1 miles from 
Crab Orchard, near the turnpike leading from 
Stanford. He had left his house alter supper on 
tint evening, for the purpose of attending to his 
mill, which was running, and a short time after 
wards the attention of the family was attracted 
by the noise made by the mill, as if the grain in 
the hopper was exhausted. Ongoing to the mill, 
they found Mr. Douglas lying upon the floor, 
dead, his head much bruised, as if by blows from 
a club.

D's. has been arrested, charged with the murder.

Mrs. Baldwin called upon every family in How- 
ard street that afternoon. None treated lur 
rudely, and many opened their hearts to her, as 
the baby's mother had done. They promised to 
follow the kind advice she offered, while her tears 
fell with theirs, and the kind look and encourag- 
ing words left sunbeams in the cheerless homes af- 
ter she had gone. 

In two or three weeks Mrs. Baldwin called 
again. Baby's sister bounded to meet her, ex- 
claiming with delight.

The tracts produced good effects, however, and 
from time to time there were added to the various 
city churches from the inhabitants of Howard 
street, of such as shall be saved. 

It was two years ago that Mrs. Baldwin made 
her first call at the ditty alley; and now the walk 
which shortened the way down town is lined with 
neat cottages, with flowers in the yards, and vines 
curtaining the windows — the homes of sober, con- 
tented working men and women. Mrs. Jefferson 
wonders, with many others, what can ever have 
wrought such happy change--. Mrs. Baldwin has 
never blazoned her successful work abroad) but 
she thanks God that He made her the humble in- 
strument of beginning the icood work in Howard 
street.

of Art, he saw it rushing to sea, and delivering 
to white-winged commerce the bread to feed and 
the raiment to clothe a world. 

Posterity will no justice to both of these great 
nun — to tlie political speculations of the one, and 
the remarkable executive ability of the other — 
for therein was the difference which made their 
pat is more and moi e divergent. One was a 
statesman, grasping with present difficulties; the 
other, a dreaming philosopher, following princi- 
ples as the Prince ol Eastern fable followed the 
arrow beyond the habitations of man, beyond the 
bounds of probability.

The following instrui.tinns nro published for the 
information ami guidaneo of all associations dt-si- 1 
roiu of entering the Kentucky ^tate Guard: 

1- The number of n«m6«r« of each association ; 
must be not less than fortj; nor *hall there he more ; 
than one hundred privates in each companj; and no 
metnbershall he less than eighteen jear.-of age — hut 
existing companies are not aeoeuarily restricted to 
the minimum number mentioned, nor limited as to 
the age of it.- members. 

2. Before making an application lo enter the State 
Guard, the written consent of tho County Judge 
must he procured, stating that lie gives his sanction 
to the formation and application of the association 
or company. 

3. This written consent of the County Judgf, to- 
gether with a li^t of members, must be forwarded to 
the Inspector General at Louisville, accompanied by 
an application of the association or of the person 
representing them, station thai the members are qual- 
ified and will uniform themselves, and desire to form 
p:irt of the Kentucky State Guard. 

4. The application will also designate a conveni- 
ent place tor assembling, an 1 will be uccomp:inicd 
by a list of the names of not less than thrcedisinter- 
ested persons whom it is desirable to have appoint- 
ed judges of the election. 

j. Too Inspector Genera] will thereafter appoint 
the time and place of meeting for the purpose of 
choosing permanent officers, and of mustering the 
company into the State Guard; hut the association 
is advised to effect, previous to such action; a tempo- 
rary orLranizat Ion tor its own convenience. 

(i. Members must vote by ballot, ami not less tl au 
fortj votes must be cast r.t the primary election or- 
dered by the Inspector General; the result of which 
will bo reported oj the judges of election to the mus- 
tering officer. 

After the election 'A' officers, the Inspector Gen- 
eral, or other mustering officer, will require every 
liKmher to sign in his presence, or to acknowledge 
the signature of tho following obligation, or one to 
that clT-cl: 

"1 hdemnljf promise and Agree that I will honestly 
and faithf ully serve the State of Kentoek? against 
all her enemies or orposers. and that 1 will do my 
utmost to support the Constitution and laws of the 
United States and of the State ol Kentucky against 
all violence of whatsoever kind or description; and 
I further declare that 1 will well und trul> execute 
and obej the legal orders of all officers legally placed 
over me, when on duty." 

After not less than forty members have fchttl sign- 
ed, toe mustering oftWr shall cull the roll of the 
members and declare the ftMociation a company of 
the Kentucky State Ctarl; after which he shull 
transmit to 1 lie officer fr in whom lie derived bifl nil* 
thority a certified cop : , o| uic musler roll, and shall 
also certify to the same authority the names and 
rank of the officers elected, and the date of their 
election. 

8- After the company has been mus-cred, ttic corn- 
man ling officer shall make a requisition for t he arms 
and equipments necessary for his companv; on which 
requisition thai) be indorsed the eertifloate of the 
County .fudge tint it. w made with Discontent. The 
requisition, accompanied by the commanding offi- 
cer's receipt ho the Quartermaster General for the 
arms specified in the requisition, should be trans- 
mitted to the Adjutant General, at Frankfort. 

!*. The commanding c Beer of every volunteer 
company which has already received State arms 
"shall make our a statement of all ami'*, equipments, 
and public properb in possession of the Boaponj 
and ol its membe-s." and procure the indorsement 
thereon of the County Judge to the effect "thai il i 
with his sanction that aald arms and equipments are 
held bj said company*," which statement, together 
with the report of the strength of the comp.uo. lhall 
be forwarded to the Inspector General. In other rc- 
specrs. and with the exceptions previouslj mention- 
ed herein, existing companies wnl comply with the 
regulations which have refereuec to new associa- 
tions. 

I". In mustering companies into the State Guard 
priority will be given, when practicable, to existing 
companies, and to the dates of application; but il 
results from the dispersed condition of the compa- 
nies that this rule must be often violated. For the 
same reason there must be considerable delay in 
mustering some of tlie more distant companies into 
the Guard. Such companies are assured, however, 
thai even means will be taken to expedite the date 
of their complete organization. The delay can be 
protirahb employed h> them in the elementary drill 
of the school of the soldier. 

11 . The military law prescribes that the State < Juard 
shall be a light corps, and adopts for the infantry the 
sjstem of instruction pursued in the Cnited States 
Army, konwn as "Hardee's Rifle and Light [nfnntrj 
Tactic--." Every officer will find it necessary to pro- 
vide himself with a copy, in addition to one which 
will be issued as public propcrtj to each company on 
its organization. 

IS Companies which have not already provided a 
uniform are advised to delay final action thereon for 
^ few weeks, as the Governor and Commander-in- 
Chief is considering the propriety of adopting a uni- 
form for the entire corps. 

IS. The Inspector General hopes that every mem- 
ber, in entering the Kentucky State Guard, will be 
inspired by the feeling which finds its expression in 
the obligation of duty that wc sign, and which, he 
trusts, will lead to the formation of a' body of citizen 
soldiers worthy to succeed tho-ewho have already 
reflected honor on the name of Kentucky .

Bi direction of the Governor of the State, the at- 
tention of the proper civil officers is called to the 
following provisions of the new Military Law, which 
relate to the enrollment of the whole body of the 
Militia, viz : 

ARTICLE II. 

1. The Enrolled Militia shall consist of all able- 
bodied white nmlepersons between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty -tivo years, who may becitizens or res- 
idents of the State, except persous who have served 
pot Km than fire years in the Army or Navy of the 
United States, persona who may be active members 
of the \ olunteer Militia, and persons already exempt 
from military service bi the laws of the United States 
or of this State. 

2. It shall be the duty of the assessors tu pre- 
pare a list annually ofall persons liable to beenroll- 
ed.hving within their reaped ive limits; and they shall 
annually make out a roll or list of all such names, and 
place it, before the fust day of June, in the hands of 
the clerk of the county court id" the county in which 
■neb persona live; and it shall he the dutv of every 
such clerk, immediately thereafter, to record -.ml roil 
or Hst of names, in a book to be provided for that 
purpose, in ihe same manner as other books of record 
are provide']; and such record shall he deemed a suf- 
ficient notification to all persons whose names arc 
thus recorded, that they have been eurolled in the 
Militia. 

**$ 4. That it ibal, be the duty of the clerk of every 
Count) court to transmit to the Adjutant General of 
: the State prior to the first day of September, in 
every year, an annual return, stating (he number of 
theUllltia of such county that have been enrolled. 
■ '*$ 5. That for the services required by this act, of 
j the assessor and Count) court clerk, there shall bo 
allowed to each of these officers the sumof one cent 
: for each name returned by the assessor and enrolled 
by t he -derk. 

UVAII county clerks, assessors, sheriffs, or other 
civil officers, upon whom arc devolved the discharge 
of specific duties under this act. who shall neglect or 
refuse to obey the provisions of law herein specified 
shall forfeit and pay not more than five hundred nor 
less than twen ) dollars for each and every offense to 
be recovered in any eotirtof competent jurisdiction, 
for the usu of tho Commonwealth. 

"V ~. For the purpose of organizing the Knrolled 
Militia, each county shall be considered a regimental 
district; and ull existing military districts and offices 
therein are hereby abolished, 
j *'$ H. At the first annual election held aftvr tho 
passage of this aet.a Colonel and Lieut. Colonel shall 
| be elected by the persons in each regimental district 
subject to enrollment, in the same manner, and at 
the same time and places, and under the same form*, 
that civil officers are chosen at said election; and tho 
result of the election for such Colonel and Lieuteu- 
; ant Colonel shall heeirtitied by the board of e.xam- 
iiuT.- to rhc Adjutant General of the State; and in 
t In- event of u vacancy occurring or existing in cith- 
er of said offices, it shall be tilled in the same man- 
ner as is above provided, at the next ensuing annual 
election ; but the Commander-in Chief shad have 
authority to order a special election to fill such va- 
j caney." 

The objects of the above sections of the law arc, 
firstly, to obtain a full enrollment of the entire Mili- 
tia of the State, with a view of enabling tlie Adju- 
tant General to make a Complete return to t he gener- 
eral government, as a basis on which to draw our full 
quota ol arms; and. secondly to provide, by the clec- 
j tion of prop r officer- in every couni >. for a complete 
organization of the Enrolled Militia iato compau- 
i ies, battallious.and regiments The assessors will use 
every means to make their lists as complete as possi- 
ble, and the county clerks are desired to make their 
returns to my office as soon as practicable after en- 
rollment. The actual number of poisons enrolled, 
and not the names, will be reported by the county 
clerks to my office. 

S > ti'>n 9©f Article IV makes it the special duly of 
tho Adjutant General to see that the "offices of 
Colonel and Lieutenant Col-. nel in each regimental

BY direction of the Governor of the State. 1 here- 
by call the attention of the commandants ofexist- 
Ing military companiei, organized under t he old law, 
to tlie following provisions of the new Military Law, 
to-wit: 

89, Within ninety days after the passage of this 
act every existing military company which has been 
furnished with Mate arms shall conform to the re- 
quirements of this act which relaie to mustering 
new companies into the Slate Guard; hut it shall not 
be an absolute requisite that such eompaniei shall 
have the full strengtli required for new companies, 
or that the members of such companies shall be 
eighteen years of age. The commanding oflieerunder 
the present organization of such companies shall 
make out a statement of a'd arms, equipments, and 
public property in possession of the company and of 
its members, and submit the same to the county 
judge, who. if he deem it expedient, shall indorse on 
said statement that.it is with his sanction that said 
arms and equipments are held hi said company; afier 
which indorsement the arms and equipments so des- 
cribed shall hi charged against such county in like 
manner as if they had been issued as provided in 
cases of new companies mustered into tho service 
under this act. The Statement of arms, thus indors- 
ed, together with (he commander's report of the 
Strength of the company, shall he transmitted tothc 
in.'pector general, who shall cause the company to be 
mustered into the State Guard, and the election of 
officers to take place in thesauie manner as is provid- 
ed for a new company. 

H $tW. Should any existing company fail, within 
the required time, to comply with the above pre- 
scribed conditions, it shall be considered asdisband- 
ed; and it shall be the duty of the county attorney, 
or t he Common wealth's attorney for the district in 
which such disbanded company existed, on the rep- 
resentation of any officer of tie Active Militia, to 
take the necessary legal steps to obtain the restitu- 
tion of the State arms and other property which bad 
been issued for the use of such company. 

" y 27. After the expiration of ninety dnys from the 
passage of this act, no person who is not a member 
of the Active Militia, shall retain or have in his pos- 
session, at any time, arms or military equipments be- 
longing to tho State, unless thei have been properly 
issued to such person in pursuance of law, and he 
shall be permitted by proper authority to retain the 
same in the discharge of a public duty; and no per- 
son, whether of the Active Militia or not, shall use 
any public arms or equipments for his private use; 
under the penalty , in either of the abovceascs, of not 
less than five dollars for each offense, to be recovered 
before a justice of the peace, on information by the 
County attorney; or in the case of a member of the 
Act ive Militia, it may be recovered by sentenco of a 
court martial. 

"'§28. No public arms or equipments of any kind 
shall hereafter be issued to any person not members 
of the Active Militia, except in time of war, insur- 
rection, or public danger so imminent that the com- 
mander-in-chief shall consider that the public safe- 
ty requires him to make the issue." 

Disbanded companies to whom State arms have 
been issued since t he year 1M0, arc hereby notified to 
return to thc.Ar-enal all arms and equipments drawn 
by them by the first day of .1 ulj , IHiit, or their bonds 
will be put into the hands of the proper civil officers 
for collection.
